Hull, England, August 25.—Divers began at 
dawn to explore the fire twisted wreck of the dirigible 
ZR-2, which last evening exploded and fell into the 
Humber, carrying with her 44 of her crew. Only one 
American, Norman 0. Walker, a rigger, and four 
Britishers, Flight Lieutenant Warm, Ernest Davies, 
airman; H. Bateman, scientific assistant, and Walter 
Potter, mechanic, survived the disaster, that in a 
twinkling changed the trial cruise of the airship into 
a ghastly tragedy. 
It was believed the ruins of the aerial dread- 
naught held the bodies of fifteen Americans and 26 
British officers and men.

Hull, England, Aug. 25.—Seventeen officers and 
men of the United States Navy and twenty-seven of- 
ticers and men of the British Navy met death yester­ 
day ir the collapse of the great dirigible ZR-2 over 
the City of Hull. 
Every one of the Americans on board the ill­ 
fated craft perished, as far as could he ascertained 
at midnight last night. 
The dirigible, which had been built for the 
American Navy at a cost of $2,000,000, exploded over 
the River Humber while on a trial fight and fell into 
the stream a mass of burning ruins. 
Only five men of the forty-nine who were making 
the trip in the dirigible prior to the vessel being 
turned over to the United States Navy are known 
to have been saved. 
The American officers who started the trip includ­ 
ed Commander Louis H. Maxfield, Lieutenant Com­ 
mander Emory Coil, Lieutenant Henry W. Hoyt, 
Lieutenant Marcus H. Esterly, Lieutenant Com­ 
mander Valentine N. Bieg and Lieutenant Charles G. 
Little.

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AN ITALIAN SUGGESTION. 
Even Italy is in favor of the existing 
League rather than of a new associa­ 
tion of nations. 
The Italian leaders 
were made very angry at Paris be­ 
cause Mr. Wilson would not consent 
to all their territorial claims, and most 
of them have subsequently had little 
use for Wilson or any of his works. 
But facts are facts, and the Italians, in 
spite of their emotional tempera­ 
ments, recognize facts when they see 
them. Signor Tittoni, president of the 
Italian senate, speaking before the In­ 
stitute of Politics at Williams College 
which is attracting so much attention 
just now, did not hesitate to affirm: 
“I believe that the existing League 
of Nations should be so changed as to 
include all the nations of the earth 
and to gain the solid support of.the 
public opinion of the world. Further, 
it is my firm conviction that this end 
can be accomplished by the transfor­ 
mation of the present League on the 
basis of the principles that I have en­ 
unciated than by the erection of a new 
League on the abandoned ruins of the 
old.” 
Signor Tittoni was too tactful to say 
in so many words that he hoped Pres­ 
ident Harding’s Washington 
confer­ 
ence would adopt the existing League 
as suggested, but he intimated quite 
plainly that this is his hope. It would 
be interesting if the President of the 
Italian senate would communicate this 
opinion of his direct to the head of the 
American senate—not the gentlemen 
who presides over that body but the 
gentleman with 
the mustache and 
goatee who is its real master.

Not many days ago some of the 
foremost bankers of all Europe met in 
private conference in Paris.

There will be an orgy of cancellation. 
No need to worry about the United 
States. 
The moral sense of mankind 
will induce her also to 
cancel the 
debts due her from Europe when she 
sees the example the other nations are 
setting.” 
We are not so pessimistic, but we do 
say, and any sane economist will sanc­ 
tion it, that repudiation is as certain 
as is the coming of darkness or the 
falling of the tide if the madness of at­ 
tempting to drive prices and wage la­ 
bor down to the pre-war levels is pre­ 
served in. 
The debts cannot be paid 
in pre-war dollars. 
Never in all his­ 
tory ha3 there been a great war that 
the price level did not permanently 
rise. 
Only now has the foremost or­ 
ganised 
financial 
authority of the 
world sought through the exercise of 
its vast powers to undermine natural 
economic laws. 
Nor have we found in all the world, 
except America, any set of intelligent 
bankers who thought deflation was a 
cure for the world’s financial illness. 
Only in this country, 
dominant in 
world 
finance, 
was it considered 
statesmanship to dynamite all values, 
prohibit production, pay taxes out of 


losses and double the national debt by 
arbitrary edict. 
Gentlemen with in­ 
vested funds who are set on having 
their interest 
return 
buy 
twice as 
much as it did should take thought as 
to what will be the value of their se­ 
curities if all interest stops. Read the 
lists of the colossi of industry which 
already this year have passed their 
dividends. 
Honesty, and honesty 
only, 
pays 
debts. 
Debts are paid honestly, as 
Abraham Lincoln said, when they are 
paid in the same terms of value under 
which they were contracted.

Ford. in his first interview as pres-1 
ident of the Detroit, 
Toledo 
and 
Ironton railroad, unfolded the plan 1 
for application of revolutionary en-1 
ginecring ideas, tempered bv plain ' 
“horse sense,’’ to do for railroad-1 
ing what he has done for automo-1 
bile manufacturing. 
“Despite our deception of our­ 
selves in the fancied progress in 
railroad engineering, the plain, cold j 
The fact is that in railroad engineering ! 
appear- nobody 
has 
ever 
made 
a good j 
start,” said the D. T. & I. president, j 
“We intend to do it.” 
Locomotives weighing one-third 
the present “money-eaters*’ and do­ 
ing just as much work with a frac­ 
tion of the fuel consumption, are a 
part of the Ford vision of the rail­ 
road of the future. 
Likewise, he 
will have cars similarly reduced in 
weight, carrying 
present-day ton­ 
n ag e at cheaper rates under super­ 
vision of better paid workmen. 
Only Wears Out Rails. 
“The 200-ton locomotive of today 
cannot be justified in any way ex­ 
cept as another means for the bank- 


j ing gentry 
in 
their 
exploitation 
1 rather 
than 
development of the 
' transportation system,’’ he added. 
“It only serves to wear out steel 
I rails. Such rails should last a hun- 
Ij dred years, though the steel trust 
' would not like that.” 
“Is the 75-ton locomotive of un­ 
diminished power and engineering 
| a possibility?’’ he was asked. 
“A possibility?” he came back. 


I “I tell you we are going to produce 
it.” 
That statement came 
from the 
j railroad president with the same 
j force employed by the automobile 
manufacturer some years ago in his 
j discussion of plans for development 
of a motor car within the reach of 
common folks. Today he is organ- 
| ized to assemble 5,000 such automo­ 
biles per day. 
I 
Depends on Accuracy. 
! 
“Half the people who ride in au- 
i tomobiles' now ride in our cars, he 
I explained. 
“That is because the 
car is light, made of good material, 
and is put together with the accu­ 
racy so essential to good service, 


i If the accuracy weren’t there we 
i wouldn’t assemble them w’ith the 
I speed we do. 
“Well, the same 
general 
prin­ 
ciples will put the people behind 
1 the lighter and more efficient loco- 
j motive in the future.” he added. 
I “Furthermore, we will put an end 
! to the day when storms are able to 
; paralyze railroads by interference 
with the lines of communication. 
1 We will do our train dispatching by 
wireless telephones, and snap our 
fingers at storms and maintenance 
charges.” 
In all his discussion of railroad- 
| ing he wras dealing with the future 
of the D. T. & I., and not the past. 
For six months that former joke in 
I the railroad family has been under 
1 active Ford management, and in 
that brief period the nation was 
brought to realize 
that

was 
due for 


I such an overhauling as he gave au- 
i tomobile manufacturing. 
Makes Railroad Pay.

That was done without the intro­ 
duction of a single revolutionary 
idea in engineering 
such 
as are 
crowding in the automobile manu­ 
facturer's mind for the future. That 
road was turned into a paying in­ 
stitution virtually overnight by the 
well-known Ford formulae calling 
for increased pay, reduced waste in 
labor and materials, and more effi­
